BEHALF WEO'S, UAE, PAKISTAN, JAPAN, TANZANIA ON BEHALF 
AFRICANS, IRAN ON BEHALF ASIAN GROUP, IRAQ, QATAR, 

PHILIPPINES, OMAN, LIBYA, BHUTAN, BAHRAIN, BRAZIL, AND 
AL-KADDOUMI (PLO). BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA), ACK- 
NOWLEDGING CONDOLENCES, SAID LAST WORDS HE HEARD FROM 
FONMIN SAQQAF WERE: "I AM HAPPY THAT WE ARE ON THRESHOLD OF

ERROR WHICH DATED FROM 1947. UN SHOULD ACT IN SUCH WAY THAT 
THE PALESTINIANS WOULD REGAIN THEIR RIGHTS AS A NATION. 

FLORIN (GDR) DECLARED THAT ME PROBLEM WAS ONE OF IMPERIALIST 
POLICIES OF RULERS OF ISRAEL, "BEHIND WHOM STAND CERTAIN 
IMPERIALIST CIRCLES IN US." OF CRUCIAL IMPORTANCE WAS 
WITHDRAWAL OF ISRAEL FROM TERRITORIES OCCUPIED IN 1967 
AND RESTORATION OF LAWFUL RIGHTS OF ARAB PEOPLE OF PALESTINE, 
INCLUDING CREATION OF "THEIR OWN STATEHOOD." GENEVA 
CONFERENCE SHOULD RENEW ITS WORK WITHOUT DELAY, HE SAID. 
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MAKKI (YEMEN) CHARGED THAT ISRAEL WISHED TO OBLITERATE 
PALESTINIANS, BUT, HE SAID, NO ONE COULD DENY THEM THEIR 
RIGHT TO RETURN TO THEIR HOMELAND. HE EXPECTED UN TO ADHERE 
TO CHARTER PRINCIPLES BY GRANTING PEOPLE OF PALESTINE THE 
RIGHT TO RETURN TO THEIR HOMELAND AND PRACTICE COMPLETE 
SOVEREIGNTY AND INDEPENDENCE.

PARTICIPATING. PAKISTANI REP INTRODUCED HIS RES (L. 682) 

ON SOUTH ASIA NFZ, AND INDIAN REP ALSO SPOKE. OBAME 
(GABON) STATED THAT IF HIS DEL HAD BEEN PRESENT NOV. 14 
IT WOULD HAVE EXPRESSED RESERVATIONS ON TEST BAN RES. 

SHAHI (PAKISTAN), INTRODUCING RES, SAID RECENT DEVELOPMENTS

ASIA. HE NOTED DRAFT AVOIDED ANY MENTION OF PNE'S, BUT HE

SINGH (INDIA), COMMENTING IT WOULD HAVE BEEN USEFUL IF THERE

TO 39TH GA. COMITE OF 33 RAPPORTEUR INTRODUCED THAT COMITE'S 
REPORT AND COMITE OF 33 CHAIRMAN OGBU (NIGERIA) AND REPS 
OF CANADA, SWEDEN AND FRANCE MADE STATEMENTS. CHAIRMAN LIND 
(SWEDEN) HOPED COMITE COULD CONCLUDE CONSIDERATION OF ITEM NOV. 

19 OR AT LATEST NOV. 20. 

OGBU NOTED THAT UN, THROUGH PRACTICAL EXPERIENCE DEVELOPED 
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CERTAIN PRINCIPLES AND PRACTICES IN ESTABLISHMENT, ORGANIZA- 
TION AND CONTROL OF PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS, BUT NEED 
FOR AGREED GUIDELINES STILL EXISTED. HE CONSIDERED WORK 
OF COMITE OF 33 THIS YEAR REPRESENTED "SUBSTANTIAL PROGRESS," 

AND HE HOPED COMITE S MANDATE WOULD BE RENEWED. 

PRUD-HOMME (CANADA), INTRODUCING DRAFT RES, EXPLAINED THAT 
IT FOLLOWED PATTERN OF EARLIER RESES RECOMMENDING RENEWAL 
OF COMITE'S MANDATE. HE NOTED THAT MANY OF DRAFT ARTICLES 
DISCUSSED IN WG HAD BEEN DRAWN FROM PRINCIPLES APPROVED BY 
SC FOR UNEF,AND SAID ONE OF MOST IMPORTANT ASPECTS OF 
UNEF EXPERIENCE WAS AGREEMENT REACHED ON RESPECTIVE ROLES 
OF SC AND SYG. CANADA FELT IT WAS ESSENTIAL FOR EFFECTIVE 
FUNCTIONING AND FOR SECURITY AND SAFETY OF PERSONNEL THAT 
SYG BE ABLE TO MAKE NECESSARY OPERATIONAL DECISIONS, 

RESPONDING TO CHANGING CIRCUMSTANCES, THOUGH THOSE DECISIONS

WAS ESSENTIAL, HE STATED. 
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RYBECK (SWEDEN) SAID PREREQUISITE FOR MOUNTING EFFECTIVE 
PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS WAS EXISTENCE OF STAND-BY FORCES, 
SUCH AS SWEDEN AND NUMBER OF OTHER COUNTRIES 
ESTABLISHED, FOR USE ON SHORT NOTEICE IN SUCH OPERATIONS. 
SWEDEN HOPED ADDITIONAL STATES WOULD CONSIDER ESTAB 
LISHING STAND-BY FORCES. HE CONSIDERED IT DESIRABLE FOR 
OBSERVERS AND CONTINGENTS FROM POTENTIAL PARTICIPANTS IN ALL 
GEOGRAPHICAL REGIONS TO GET SPECIAL TRAINING FOR PEACEKEEPING

PROPOSED CONFERENCE COMITE WAS SUPPORTED AS WATCHDOG BUT

AUTHORITY; ECUADOR, SWEDEN AND AUSTRALIA SAID

HAVE 24 ELECTED MEMBERS; TUNISIA THOUGHT IT WOULD BE USEFUL
